Errard was never out of the money in two seasons of racing. At two, he won the Prairie 
State Stakes at Washington Park, (*%4 in 1:1244 in the mud), second in the Joliet Stakes, 
third in the Cowdin Stakes and Washington Park and Belmont Futurities. In the last named 
race, Errard was in front for six furlongs in :22, :44%, 1:09, and was beaten two lengths and 
a head by Pavot and Alexis. He met and defeated most of the leading juveniles of the year. 


Errard did not race at three and as a four-year-old this year, started three times, winning 
two races and finishing second in his other start. One of his wins was the Crete Handicap at 
Hawthorne in which he beat Historian, Bull Play and others. He is a son of *Challenger II, 
sire of Challedon, Gallorette, Pictor, Bridal Flower, Challenge Me and other high class stakes 
winners. The first grandsons of *Challenger II are two year olds in 1946, and include Donor. 


His dam, Ruddy Light, was a stakes winner and for many years held a track record at 
Churchill Downs. In addition to Errard, she produced the stakes winners Hygro (also sire), 
Siskin and Chiclelight (dam of Blue Delight, stakes winner, Blue Flyer and Lightspur). 


Errard was possessed of great speed and class. Although he never raced over a dis- 
tance, his pedigree indicates that he will beget stamina as well as speed. His second dam, 
Washoe Belle, was a stakes winner and produced the stakes winners, other than Ruddy 
Light, Phillip, Epernay (37 wins), Tarpaulin (also sire) and the producer Biela (dam of the 
stakes winner Cooperstown). Grace Commoner, his third dam, produced five winners, in- 
cluding the good colt Frigerio. His fourth dam, Grace J., won and produced the winners 
Bedlam, Great Pirate, Foreno and Corialis (27 wins, grandam of Jyntee, stakes winner, pro- 
ducer, second dam of Airegla who produced three stakes winners from four foals).

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Two Noteworthy Strides 


URING the war years, when scientific re- 

search was devoted mainly toward solving 
the problems of the armed services, the Grayson 
Foundation curtailed its explorations in the field 
of equine diseases. Now that laboratories and 
skilled personnel again are available, the Foun- 
dation’s program has been renewed and a far- 
reaching course is planned. 


Until the Grayson Foundation was formed in 
1940, the Thoroughbred industry had no repre- 
sentative group directly interested in the study 
of diseases affecting horses. Such research as 
had been conducted was sponsored mainly by in- 
stitutions and private agencies, and there was 
of necessity a lack of money and of co-relation 
among the various projects. It is not to be sup- 
posed that the Foundation will have funds with- 
out end to pour into studies, but under the di- 
rection of Dean R. A. Kelser, who undoubtedly 
will have the interested assistance of many able 
researchers, the investigations can be co-ordinat- 
ed, knowledge can be pooled, and the duplica- 
tion of effort minimized. 


One of the sources of support for the Founda- 
tion will be private contributions, but an encour- 
aging aspect of the program is the participation of 
race tracks, which also will contribute financially. 
There has been criticism that track managements 
have not shared in the horsemen’s problems to 
the degree that they might. The Grayson Foun- 
dation gives them the opportunity to participate 
ina movement which will be beneficial to the 
whole industry. At first appraisal it may seem 
that the Foundation’s plans are directed mainly 
toward benefiting breeders only, but it can be 
discerned easily that any gains toward producing 
better horses will be shared by stable owners, 
too. 

Dean Kelser’s statement that research on horse 
diseases also benefits humans needs no confirma- 
tin, but it may be pointed out that within the 
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last month or so, newspapers have given promin- 
ence to a report of the American Veterinary Med- 
ical Association that the “fight against arthritis, 
influenza, and certain forms of sleeping sickness 
was advanced during the war by veterinarians— 
the men so often referred to as ‘horse doctors’.” 


HE awakening of race tracks to a wider re- 

sponsibility for the general welfare of racing 
has been reflected at some of the newer courses 
by better housing and recreational facilities on 
the back stretch. Most of the dissent in recent 
months between grooms and exercise boys, on 
the one hand, and owners and track managements 
on the other, has centered around the bonus sys- 
tem, but behind that was a deeper sentiment: 
The principal advancement sought by the stable 
employees was a recognition of their status as 
self-respecting workmen. Most of them are en- 
tirely alive to their responsibilities toward the 
horses in their care, and indeed they would not 
have chosen their occupations had they been 
moved solely by hope of financial gain—they 
love horses, and working with them is their life. 
But they also have pride and self-respect, and 
have been seeking, then demanding, recognition of 
their right to decent living conditions at the 
tracks. 

Their environment has improved somewhat, if 
but slowly, and the more progressive track man- 
agements have been instrumental in alleviating 
the unrest by making back-stretch conditions 
more pleasant. 

In yet another way an interest in the workers 
—and again the horse owner is a beneficiary— 
is being shown by some tracks. This is through 
the school for grooms inaugurated at Garden 
State Park and to be continued at Pimlico and 
perhaps in Florida. There may be some resist- 
ance to this idea, as there usually is toward any 
pioneering movement, but the benefits will repay 


well the efforts of everyone helping in the pro- 
gram.

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Close-Ups Limekiln Heath, Precipitation, 
And Monsieur l’Amiral’s Cesarewitch 


Starting with a Spot of Tea 


LonpDoN, October 16. 


T 7:40 a. m. Estes came tearing down the 

steps of the vicarage doing an imitation of 
Dagwood Bumstead on his way to catch a bus. 
The minister met him at the foot of the steps with 
a pot of tea. It dawns only gradually upon an 
American that in England one just doesn’t get 
up in the morning and dash off without tea, and 
after one has begun to get that idea through his 
thick head he understands what a blessed insti- 
tution a pot of tea is. They should tear down the 
statue of one of their warriors in some famous 
square and substitute therefor a teapot, complete 
with steam issuing into the cool air, a la Times 
Square. 

At 7:45 he arrived panting in front of the post- 
office to be picked up by Michael Beary, who was 
going to the Limekilns to gallop a good 3-year-old 
called Croupier, trained by Reg Day. The Lime- 
kilns are a long, straight training grounds lying 
a few hundred yards wide between two highways, 
something over a mile in length. The turf here 
is an institution that already was ancient in the 
days of Charles II. Grass has been growing here 
for so long that the footing actually becomes 
softer and easier in dry weather, and the train- 
ing course is not allowed open for use except 
under such conditions. This was where, Michael 
said, Fred Archer made the mistake of touching 
St. Simon with his spurs one morning, because 
the great son of Galopin had seemed a bit slug- 
gish and needed waking. “Archer didn’t get him 
pulled up until he was right over there,” said the 
jockey, pointing off to the left where in the morn- 
ing mist the course disappeared into a scattering 
of trees. 

Rows of low markers thrust into the ground 
warned trainers which portion of the Limekilns 
was not to be used on this day. The strip now 
open was marked on either side by a widely 
spaced series of portable “bushes” a few inches 
high. 

There was a sharp slope across the turf from 
one paved road down to the other. Along the 
rise of this upper road stood half a dozen news- 
papermen and work-watchers, some with stop- 
watches in their hands, though it was difficult to 
guess what good a stopwatch would be in estimat- 
ing the speed of a horse which began as a dark 
smear in the mist, started nowhere and began 
pulling up nowhere in particular. 

Beary and his tagalong friend turned away 
from the road and walked uphill through a nar- 
row strip of woods and emerged in a moment on 
Long Hill, the busiest part of the heath, where 


several large sets of horses were doing slow work, 
Charley Elliott was waiting to gallop one of the 
French horses which have been swarming the 
place. Reg Day and his stable manager, Major 
Misa, were directing operations from horseback. 
Beary took his mount and moved off through the 
woods and across the paved road to the Lime- 
kilns, where he soon was almost lost in the light 
mist. The horse was going to work alone, at a 
moderate pace, perhaps seven furlongs, Beary 
had said. 

The watchers at the road waited, and in a few 
moments a horse began to take shape far off to 
the right. Only it was two horses. Croupier was 
supposed to work alone. The horses came past, 
at their nearest point some three hundred yards 
away, eased up, and proceeded off the course to 
rejoin their stablemates on Long Hill. In a mo- 
ment someone came up to report that the other 
horse was Gulf Stream. This was curious, but 
Beary explained later that the arrangement was 
made at the last minute to gallop the two colts 
in company. It was not a trial at all, but a gal- 
lop at less than full speed, and the weights were 
“upside-down,” as Lord Derby’s colt, taking a 
pipe-opener for the Champion Stakes next day, 
was receiving a stone (14 pounds) from Croupier, 
whereas the advantage should have been the other 
way. 

One fancied, with a grin, the reaction of an 
average denizen of an American backstretch, if 
he could have stood here nervously fingering his 
stopwatch, wondering why the devil they didn’t 
put up some furlong-poles and how an English- 
man could know whether his horse was sharp or 
not. 

But somehow they seem to know better than 
Americans, as evidence of which the visiting 
writer (a) heard no “alibi” that a loser lost be- 
cause he was short of condition, and (b) got 
sounder pre-race tips from horsemen than would 
have been possible in the States. 

English training is at a much more deliberate 
pace than American. Sets of a dozen or more 
horses from the same stable file onto the slopes 
of Long Hill, one of the most-used training spots. 
They may gallop up the hill, walk back down, and 
gallop up again, giving two gallops-of as much 
as 1% miles. Then they continue under saddle 
until cooled out, making about two hours between 
leaving the stable and returning.

F ersicsees the roadside one of the newspaper men 
remarked that he knew a bookmaker called 
“Speedy” who had been a winner for 121 days in 
succession.

near said it was some kind of a lie, that it couldn’t 
be done. “Why,” he said, “do you know that on 
the average a bookmaker loses two days out of 
three?” He added that on the third day he won 
enough to keep flesh and bone together. 

Beary returned about this time, and was re- 
minded of his bookmaking friend who had had a 
terrible run of luck, with the favorites winning 
for weeks on end. Then a couple of longshots 
came in first in two of the biggest betting races 
and Michael congratulated the bookmaker and 
said, “I suppose you got even on those two.” 
“No,” came the heart-breaking answer, “Would 
you believe it, I’m the only one who laid any of 
that 100-to-1 money.” 

Leaving the Limekilns, Beary announced he 
had to go by the Someries Stud to see a yearling. 
“Like to come along?” he asked. “It’ll only take 
five minutes.” 

At the stable door Beary told the boy to lead 
the colt out straight away and bring him right 
back. The youngster, a chestnut by Signal Light 
(sire of the top sprinter The Bug), was a fancy 
piece, well grown and handsome. The _ boy 
brought him back, stopped him in front of the 
stable door. “No, that’ll do, thank you,” said 
Michael. “A very good colt,’ he said as he 
climbed into the car. “How can you tell?” asked 
Estes. “You didn’t spend 30 seconds looking at 
him.” “That’s enough,” he said. “If you’re a 
jockey you have to learn to size up horses quickly. 
You: look at a horse the way you look at a girl— 
start with the legs and go up.” 

On the way through the place to see the year- 
ling they had stopped in to see Precipitation, sire 
of the top English 3-year-old Airborne and of 
other good horses. He was a good-looking one, 
not on the flashy side but solid. As a memo for 
THE BLoop-HoRSe’s recent discussion of whether 
long-bodied horses are predominantly stayers, 
Precipitation, a top stayer, looked definitely long- 
bodied. He stood about 16:14, they said. Strik- 
ingly well muscled about the forearms and hind- 
quarters, he had extraordinarily short cannons on 
fore and hind legs, and was slightly over at the 
knees. His hind legs were as straight as one 
ever finds on a top-class horse. 

His half-brother Casanova stands at the same 
stud, but was not there at the time of the visit. 
Across the next courtyard was a heaped-up grave 
marked with a tall slab—the grave of the ex- 
cellent race mare Double Life, dam of Precipita- 
tion and Casanova.

stud, and introduced the visiting editor to the 
Duke of Norfolk. As they walked away after 
these formalities a sympathetic English trainer 
leaned over to ask, “Did Lord Rosebery say any- 
thing about the Jersey Act?” This was, of 
course, a rhetorical question. 

The Cesarewitch was watched with a great deal 
of interest through a pair of binoculars bor- 
rowed from the B. B. A.’s Brigadier R. S. Scott. 
The visiting editor was determined, if possible, 
to see at least one of these long races at New- 
market. In the ordinary course of events the 
starters come out of the walking ring and as soon 
as they are on the course set off at a strong gal- 
lop and are soon out of sight, and, unless you are 
an old hand, you don’t see them again until they 
show up as an almost stationary blur against the 
hill on your right. 

This time THE BLOoD-HoRSE man followed them 
carefully as they went out. He lost them a time 
or two, but by dint of careful sighting and no 
little eyestrain managed to discover their starting 
rendezvous, which looked to be near a farmhouse 
somewhere in the Hebrides Islands. 


By this time his hands were so shaky that 
Brigadier Scott, who is probably half-falcon, had 
to tell him when they were off. He followed 
them, like the wake of an amoeba in the Gulf of 
Mexico, until they were lost behind an embank- 
ment, saw the heads of a few riders as they came 
past “the Gap” and up a hill, then waited for 
them to emerge again on the long green straight- 
away. 

By the time they had run nearly two miles he 
could begin to pick out the colors a little, but now 
his tired hands could not hold the glasses still... . 
The horses finally got to the finish, but by now 
our perverse editor had become fascinated not 
with the struggle of the leaders to win but with 
the struggle of the others to stand up. They

were as tired as anything he had ever seen gal- 
loping. The last horse at the finish was going 
like a slow-motion picture, and every horse in the 
field could have been pulled up in four steps. 


They Run All the Way 


HAT morning on the training grounds the 

writer had asked if the Cesarewitch were a 
hard race to ride, and Charley Elliott had an- 
swered that it was easier than other long races. 
“They run all the way,” he said, “and you don't 
have to worry about pulling your horse off bal- 
ance.” One could see what he meant. These 
horses had been running all the way and they 
were just naturally “give out.” 


The winner, Monsieur 1]’Amiral, was, after the 
fashion of the times, bred in France. But there 
were mitigating circumstances. He was at least 
owned by Englishmen, and his pedigree got back 
to England a bit quicker than usual. 


After the races the men from the States went 
over to Freemason Lodge, where Capt. Cecil 
Boyd-Rochfort, now trainer to the King and for 
many years trainer to Americans, has held forth 
for twenty-odd years. They had tea and a look 
at the horses, which were too numerous to men- 
tion and too good not to excite envy in the hearts 
of the two ranchers who had crossed the ocean 
looking for good horses. 

It was good to note that William Woodward, 
chairman of the Jockey Club, had resumed his 
pre-war practice of sending yearlings from 
America. There were three excellent colts, by 
*Isolater—Maraschino, *Rhodes Scholar—Vag- 
rancy, and Gallant Fox—Gainly, the last-named 
being the smallest. 

Lord Adare was among the guests. He and 
Lady Adare and Captain and Mrs. Boyd-Rochfort 
are planning to go to America on the Queen Mary 
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in January. They will be in New York, Ken- 
tucky, Florida. 

That night the American visitors had dinner as 
guests of Michael Beary and Mrs. Beary. Came 
also Meyrick (pronounced Merrick) Good, dean 
of English race reporters, and there were yarns 
of this and that. Beary asked Estes the best 
horse he ever saw race. “Count Fleet—I missed 
Man o’ War.” Good—“‘The Tetrarch.” Beary— 
“The greatest I ever saw was *Epinard.” Everett 
Haynes, out in California, would know about that. 


Unsate for Calves and Cowpokes 


October 3 

N the afternoon our American travelers were 

the guests of Lord Carnarvon at the Newmar- 
ket races. His Lordship had spoken often of 
American hospitality; it was certainly no greater 
than his own. 

The two Ellsworths and THE BLoop-HoRSE man 
walked under the old stands and took their first 
look at the ancient course before the crowd had 
begun to gather. The track was a wide, green 
carpet that went up and down hill, mostly up, as 
viewed from the stands, until one had to squint 
to see what became of its upper reaches, and 
could not discover even then. Looking at the 
sharp downward slope from “the Bushes,’ about 
2% furlongs from the finish, into “the Dip,” and 
upward again at the end, Rex Ellsworth’s first 
remark was, “I wouldn’t rope a calf on that 
course. Many a time I’ve run one a mile to get 
him on better ground than that.” 


In the proper chronology, this section of 
the Diary should have preceded the forego- 
ing, but because of delays in the trans-Atlan- 
tic mails it arrived behind schedule. It was 
posted in Belgium as Mr. Estes was en route 
to Italy.

But Newmarket, of course, had other functions 
than calf catching. It tested the heart and cour- 
age of horses, and whether they could “act down- 
hill” and come through at the end with the 
stretch to climb the last rise. Even so it was 
by no means the best course for testing the quali- 
ties which have made the English Thoroughbred 
famous. “I hope you can come with me to Ep- 
som,” said Michael Beary, who has been riding 
with England’s best jockeys since the days when 
he “broke in” with Richard Croker about 1918. 
“Epsom is the most genuine test we have. It 
goes up and down, it goes around turns, it has a 
long run-in where a horse has to have speed, 
class, and courage.” 

Gordon Richards, Charley Smirke, and Charley 
Elliott agreed. Newmarket is the preliminary 
test, Epsom the last word. 


The jockeys’ room was a place that tempted one 
to stay all afternoon and miss the races. Gordon 


Richards, as everyone had described him, was “a 
Perfect gentleman,” smiling, cheerful, casual— 
He ex- 


you are at home with him in a minute. 
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cels at getting off promptly to good starts, leads 
English riders year in, year out. If he has a 
weakness it is in distance races. This is where 
Elliott excels. He is a masterful hand at pull- 
ing out his mount’s best effort at the right point. 
In conversation Richards speaks with courtesy 
and charm, Elliott with authority. Smirke re- 
minds one a little of Eddie Arcaro. 

Beary, after nearly thirty years of riding, is 
still as fresh and eager for horse-talk as an ap- 
prentice. He still makes riding weight easily but 
has trouble below 112 pounds. He advanced the 
theory that jockeys last longer in England than 
in America, partly because of the greater mois- 
ture of the climate. “In a dry climate they burn 
out earlier.” 

Fred Herbert, who rode Donau, the Kentucky 
Derby winner of 1910, had a winner here the 
other day. He is 61 years old. A horse taken 
from England or Ireland to the States, he said, 
should not be put immediately on an American 
schedule of feeding; because he has been accus- 
tomed to feed with much greater moisture con- 
tent. The change should be made gradually, and 
a horse would do better if not fed up too quickly. 


It Just Grew 


EWMARKET, after the fashion of English 

racing in general, represents not planning 
but growth. Its physical features, like its rac- 
ing, are an accumulation of tradition. The 
“tract,” as an American would call it, lies on a 
heath—open, unenclosed grassland which is com- 
mon property. The stands are in not very well 
related sections, as if each was an afterthought 
to something that went before. One section, sep- 
arate from the others, stands against the course 
proper, just below the winning post, and faces 
not across the track, but in the direction from 
which the horses come, which is to the right of 
the spectators in the other stands, lying farther 
back and extending perhaps a sixteenth of a mile, 
at a guess. 

The stands are properly so called; they have 
no seats, unless you wish to sit on the steps. The 
ground before them slopes toward the track, so 
that visibility is good—as far as it goes—and it 
doesn’t make a great deal of difference whether 
you go into the stands or not. One can imagine 
the wheels that would start spinning in the head 
of an American track manager, Jack Mackenzie, 
for instance, if he stepped into this comfortless 
crowd some day. 

Walking along through the crowd, which is 
usually sparse except when such popular races 
as the Cesarewitch are being run, and going from 
below the finishing posts (there are several) to- 
ward the starts, one passes in turn through the 
paddock, the members’ enclosure (where you must 
be introduced by a member), and Tattersalls, the 
bookmakers’ preserve. 

These gentry, who set up their odds boards and 
satchels between the stands and the course, are 
quite audible. They shout their most tempting 
offerings, and receive bets either directly or by 
a fascinating wigwag system known as tick-tack 
—a matter which deserved some special attention 
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if the traveling editor ever managed to catch up 
to it. Beyond Tattersalls lies the silver ring, a 
cheaper enclosure where smaller bets are taken 
from the less fancy customers, who get short 
shrift in this land where racing is the Sport of 
Kings. Except on “big days” they appear less 
numerous than the club house crowd. 

Behind the stands is the parking space for 
those 12-horsepower autos, which occasionally 
have the company of a Rolls-Royce or an Ameri- 
can car. Beyond this and the stands, and parallel 
to the course, is a wide section of the heath where 
horses are galloped in the mornings and airplanes 
may be landed in the afternoons. By starting near 
the stands and going up the course a horse may 
gallop perhaps a mile up a slight incline—the 
way English trainers like to work. Except for 
the last three furlongs or so there is no fence or 
railing to mark the racing strip. The course is 
outlined only by the posts which support the 
Australian barrier, and further away, where the 
posts are infrequent, by low shrubs, scarcely dis- 
tinguishable except at close range. Once in a 
great while a horse runs off the prescribed course. 

There are several ways of getting to several 
finishing posts. As a matter of fact, Newmarket 
really is two separate establishments, each com- 
plete with its own course and stands. Looking 
out across what an American would probably call 
the infield, one can see the other stands opposite 
him. That would be the July Course, which has 
not yet been restored to racing condition but is 
expected to be ready next year. 


He Cashes a Ticket 


T is a memorable experience when an Ameri- 
ean sees his first English race. In this case it 
was the “Westley Maiden Two Yr. Old Stakes,” 
over the Rowley Mile—the Rowley Mile designat- 
ing at once the course, the distance, and the fin- 
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ishing post. 
and each, as soon as he reaches the course, sets 


The horses come out of the paddock 


off at a gallop past the stands. Usually they 
come by one at a time, so that the action of each 
can be noted. In a couple of minutes they ar 
assembled so far away that it doesn’t make any 
difference whether you know where they are or 
not. 

The loudspeaker, which is used very sparingly, 
tells you that the horses are under the starter’s 
orders—which is to say, one supposes, that if you 
have a bet, it’s on. A moment later the announcer 
quietly informs you that they’re off. This an. 
nouncement produces an effect something like q 
request that the audience stand a moment in 
silent prayer. In rapt attention everyone watches 
the blur in the distance, square in the middle of 
the wide course. 

The wind is cool, an overcoat feels good. There 
is something unearthly about the beauty of grass, 
(There has begun, at long last, to be some scien- 
tific attention paid to water witches, or dowsers, 
as they are called here; is it possible that cosmic 
rays, or radiation of some nature, could have an 
effect upon horses bred in areas where such rays 
are high in intensity, as in limestone areas where 
there are many and large underground streams 
of water? Make a note to look for recent litera- 
ture on the subject.) 


If one had a bet on the race his mind probably 
would not wander so. The horses are now at 
“the Bushes” and the crowd has begun to talk 
to them with restrained encouragement. A book- 
maker offers to lay 7 to 4 against something. The 
murmur becomes a bit louder, and as Rattle 
snake crosses the finish line there is probably 
more noise than you can hear at a small cocktail 
party. The announcer breaks in to tell you that 
No. 24 has won. 

You note that Rattlesnake is a filly by Signal 
Light, sire of the crack sprinter, the Bug, and

You note also that on your card (program) she 
js marked with a penciled dot, indicating that she 
probably would win. Members have a special 
service of this sort which costs them £10 a year, 
and Lord Carnarvon had provided his guests with 
marked cards giving the expert opinion as to the 
best horses in each race. 

Thus stimulated, our American, after having a 
look at the horses, moved into Tattersalls and had 
a go at Al Nasser, the horse selected for the next 
race. It was very pleasant, collecting his first bet 
jn England. In America he rarely made a wager. 


They Go Quietly 


RINCIPAL race of the day was the Jockey 
Club Stakes of 1%4 miles. One could think of 
many things in the pastoral quietness which pre- 
yailed during the first 24% minutes of such a race, 
which came from over the horizon. Murren, a big 
raking chestnut 3-year-old, was the tip here but 
he was beaten into third place by the King’s 
Rising Light, a Hyperion 4-year-old trained by 
Boyd-Rochfort. As the royal colors crossed the 
finish, the gentlemen tipped their hats in salute. 
For one of the races—the 4 o’clock—the writer 
accompanied the starter to his post—a curious 
custom which he practices wherever he can get 
away with it. Capt. H. Allison (not related to 
William Allison) had been a starter for 35 years 
(did he not say 35? the note is missing). As 
the little car he drove drew up on the heath just 
beside the starting post, five furlongs from the 
finish, the horses were standing quietly on the 
course, a large field of 2-year-olds, their riders 
talking to one another or to their mounts. 


DOUBLE JAY has 
won three stakes this 
year, placed in two oth- 
ers. The Balladier — 
Broomshot colt is owned 
by the Ridgewood Stable, 
and trained by W. L. 
(Duke) McCue. He start- 
ed his campaign early 
this year in Florida, 
probably will make his 
final start of the season 
in the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes at Churchill 
Downs. 
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Gordon Richards was conversing with the Aga 
Khan’s Taveta in such spirited fashion that she 
could scarcely get in a word. The rich colors of 
the horses and the silks of their riders, the happy 
informality of the scene, the background of deep 
green heath, made a picture which moved the 
visitor to wish that cameras and film had been 
less difficult to obtain. 

Captain Allison walked among the _ horses, 
“Who’s got the draw?” he asked. “I have, sir,” 
someone answered. The starter called off the 
post positions, asked the boys to take their places. 
They did so, without confusion. As the starter 
and the writer climbed the stand, the visitor 
remarked with envy, “And you get to do this 
every day.” “Yes, and get paid for it,” Allison 
said with satisfaction. 

The Australian barrier was in place. Captain 
Allison said, “Now, come up together, boys.” The 
horses walked toward the tapes, a matter of a 
few steps. Three of them were definitely behind 
the line, but the barrier went up, and as it did 
these three were immediately even with the 
others. For a well nigh perfect start about a quar- 
ter-minute had been needed. 

“Do you do that all the time?” 

“Well, the boys work in cooperation with me. 
I have their respect and friendship. We under- 
stand how to work together. That’s all it takes.” 

As they walked back to the car a man was on 
one knee rolling up the tapes of the barrier. 
“How wide is the track here?” the visitor asked. 
“About 58, sir,” was the answer. The writer’s 
eyes were questioning. “It certainly looked wider 
than 58 feet.” “Yards, sir,’ the man said. A 
race track half as wide as a football field is long, 
with a line buck left over.

Stymie Clears a Hurdle 


HE first half-million is the hardest, and with 
it safely put away Stymie seems in a com- 
manding position to succeed Whirlaway as lead- 
ing money-winner of the world. It may be a 
rather empty title, but I note that every horse 
that has borne it has been a pretty solid per- 
former. With the Pimlico Special, Westchester 
Handicap, and the Pimlico Cup Handicap among 
his engagements, it is not impossible that Stymie 
can pick up the necessary. $45,000 this year, 
though that is asking a good deal of luck and the 
handicappers. 

But one of the most remarkable things about 
Stymie is his soundness. Saturday’s engagement 
was his ninety-fifth start in four seasons, which 
by a simple arithmetical calculation comes to an 
average of some 24 starts a year, or one every 
two weeks for four years. And Stymie has never 
had a pimple on him. Between his 2- and 3-year- 
old seasons he stayed in training, but his last two 
winters have been spent at John T. Skinner’s 
farm in Northern Virginia, just turned out and 
roughing it. That’s where he’s going again, 
Hirsch Jacobs said last week. “Why should I 
change?” he asked. “It’s worked fine twice, 
hasn’t it?” 

Readers who keep a cross-index on this column 
—there must be many such—will find that a con- 
siderable amount of enthusiasm was exhibited 
here last fall over the way Stymie whipped his 
field in the Pimlico Cup Handicap. Well, the 
Gallant Fox was more of the same. He started 
pouring it on at the five-furlong pole, and kept 
it up until there wasn’t anything left to argue 
with him. 

*Rico Monte, the South American which races 
for Arnold Hanger, came on bravely enough to 
be second, but he was passing horses which had 
first been passed by Stymie and that makes it 
easier. Assault ran a good race, possibly a win- 
ning race if he had not had Stymie to struggle 
with. 

Lucky Draw’s stock has naturally taken a drop 
in the market, but the guess here is that the first 
time he catches a field at a mile and a quarter or 
less it will go up again. He’s just as good as he 
was supposed to be; he just isn’t a true stayer. 
Had the Gallant Fox been at a mile and a quarter, 


under the same weights, Lucky Draw would prob- 
ably have had the money. 


Special Protection 


Id that Lucky Draw will not run for the 
Pimlico Special, Mr. Widener and Bert Mul- 
holland having some amazing disinclination for 
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being treated like potential criminals, the field 
will probably be larger. Bridal Flower is one 
possibility. Jimmy Smith wasn’t too anxious to 
send her against Lucky Draw, and who shall 
blame him? It was too much to ask of a 3-year- 
old filly, however good. Seven Hearts is to go, 
barring misfortune, which is always around the 
corner from a horse that has bowed. Stymie is 
a probable and Assault a maybe. Gallorette is 
unlikely, her owner and trainer having a strong 
preference for areas not controlled by the Mary- 
land Racing Commissicu. Pavot is another logi- 
cal candidate, but no information is available re- 
garding him. 

Anyway, it looks like a good race, though this 
won’t be one of the big years. 


The Myth of Purity 


T is not often that much good comes from a 

ringing case, but the recent discovery of “Joe 
S.,” to give him only one of several names he 
bore, points a very nice moral. The complete 
pedigree of this animal is not available, and prob- 
ably never will be. However, it is reasonably 
certain that he carried a considerable amount— 
from an eighth to a half is about as close as one 
can guess—of cold blood. Yet he beat Thorough- 
breds. Not very good Thoroughbreds, to be sure, 
but cold blood and all he was as good as at least 
the lower levels of our prized “pure” blood. To 
put it another way, a mare with his record would 
have been considered quite suitable for stud use. 

This may be pointed directly at the English 
myth of “purity of blood,” but it applies just as 
well to our own myth, which differs from the 
English one only in that we want a few more 
strains included in the purity league. The Ameri- 
can Stud Book was recently closed to Arabian 
strains, and it has for years been closed to non- 
American strains which are not recognized by 
The General Stud Book. 

This bystander has abused the English from 
time to time for their unfair attitude in the mat- 
ter, and it all still goes. But the attitude of The 
Jockey Club is no better—it merely wants Ameri- 
can strains let in before the door is closed. And 
it’s the same door. 

If the idea is to produce race horses, and not 
pedigreed horses, the door should never be closed. 
The way in ought to be hard, perhaps, to avoid 
cluttering up the records with trash, but any 
policy which shuts the door on genuine merit 
also shuts it on its own fingers.

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Research Program 


Four Main Projects in View 


HE Grayson Foundation, Inc., which was 

forced to delay its research program as a re- 
sult of the war, now is preparing to inaugurate 
work on four major projects. 

Announcement of the Foundation’s plans was 
made October 25, when Walter M. Jeffords, 
Foundation president; Dean R. A. Kelser, vice 
president; and Major L. A. Beard, secretary- 
treasurer, held a press conference in the library 
at Keeneland race course at Lexington. 

Organized at Saratoga in 1940 for the purpose 
of coordinating and assisting in research work on 
diseases of the horse, the Grayson Foundation will 
launch its new work “as soon as funds are in 
hand. We expect to have the money early in 
1947,” Major Beard reported. 

Mr. Jeffords said the investigations would be 
conducted at various institutions under the di- 
rection of Kelser, brigadier general, U. S. Army, 
retired, and now dean of the School of Veterinary 
Medicine at the University of Pennsylvania. Dean 
Kelser listed the four projects as follows: 

1. Virus Abortion in Mares. 

2. Periodic Ophthalmia. 

3. Nutritional diseases and conditions, includ- 
ing the degenerative type of arthritis. 

4. Influenza and its complications.

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“Our fundamental purpose,” said Dean Kelsey 
“is to promote research on problems of paramount 
interest to horsemen, but our work also may be 
expected to shed light on a number of human 
diseases.” Dean Kelser, who has had wide ex. 
perience in research on diseases of the horse 
cited a number of analogies in human medicine. 
Among them was his own finding about 15 years 
ago that equine sleeping sickness was transmitted 
by mosquitoes. When an outbreak of sleeping 
sickness among humans was recorded in Massa. 
chusetts in 1935, knowledge obtained through re- 
search with horses led to quick control of the 
disease. Thus the Grayson Foundation’s new 
work, while directed primarily for the benefit of 
horses and horsemen, is expected to be of much 
value to man in general. 


Investigations Have Lagged 


peace work for horses has lagged as a 
result of the advent of the motor age, said 
Dean Kelser. “In state and federal departments 
of agriculture, much of the work is for animals 
other than horses. It is easy to obtain support 
for hog research, but not for horses.” 
Commenting on the proposed research on 
periodic opthalmia, he said that as a result of 
work done by the Army at Front Royal, Va., “we 
know riboflavin is a factor, but whether it is the 
only factor remains to be proved.” At Front 
Royal, weanlings receiving a sufficient supply of 
riboflavin did not develop periodic ophthalmia. 
Among horses already suffering with the disease, 
a diet with an adequate supply of riboflavin 
checked further development of the disease, but 
did not cure it. One of the questions now to be 


answered is whether a shortage of riboflavin cre- 
ates a condition favorable for the growth of a de- 
structive germ cell, or whether a shortage of

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riboflavin alone creates the condition known as 
periodic ophthalmia. 

The third project of the Foundation’s program 
—nutritional diseases and conditions—is expected 
to bring to light much information of value to 
breeders and to owners of racing stock. Degen- 
erative arthritis has an important bearing on the 
speed of a horse since it involves cartilages of the 
joints. There is another analogy here with a con- 
dition in humans, said Dean Kelser, and the 
Foundation’s research in horses possibly will de- 
velop means of avoiding and relieving similar con- 
‘ditions in man. 

The nutritional research will include tests of 
pastures and feeding practices in general. “It is 
commonly believed that ordinary feeds are all that 
a horse requires,” said Dean Kelser. “We know 
through research that this is wrong. We know 
that even with marked variation in diet in the 
-human family, deficiences exist. There has been 
noteworthy development in humans in this line. 
Much remains to be learned so far as this ques- 
tion pertains to the horse. 

“Pastures,” he continued, “may lose important 
elements not apparent in the growth of vegeta- 
tion. A pasture of fine appearance may be worn 
out. This is one of the things we intend to de- 
termine. In horses this has an important bear- 
ing on productivity and on skeletal development.” 

Strangles, distemper, shipping fever and other 
ailments of horses are related to “Influenza and 
Its Complications,’ the fourth project on the 
Foundation’s list. “In strangles, there is a bac- 
terial involvement, but no one has been able to 
produce the disease with bacteria alone. I feel 
that the primary cause is a virus.” 

“These four projects,” the dean added, ‘could 
do much to eliminate many drawbacks of the 
Thoroughbred business, and to obtain information 
valuable to man.” 

He declared that for research ‘“‘we must use the 
species of animals subject to the conditions 
(horses), rather than guinea pigs, mice, etc.” 
Dean Kelser did not say whether this rule should 
apply to stimulation tests. 


Financial Support 


R. JEFFORDS and Major Beard reported that 

race tracks and individuals will make dona- 
tions for the support of the Foundation. “The 
New York tracks already have endorsed the work 
liberally,” they reported. The tracks are making 
the contributions as individual organizations 
rather than as a T. R. A. project, the Grayson 
Foundation officers announced. Contributions 
will be on a membership basis, and dues are 
chargeable entirely to operations. “This point 
has been passed on by tax experts,” Major Beard 
said. 

A scientific advisory committee, now being or- 
ganized, and which will answer to the Founda- 
tion’s board of directors, will pass on the projects 
and to whom they will be allocated. Members of 
the committee will be men of wide scientific ex- 
perience. 


Members of the Foundation’s board of directors, 
in addition to the officers, are A. B. Hancock, Wil- 
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liam Woodward, George D. Widener, John Hay 
Whitney, and Carleton Burke. 


Projects to be Allocated 


HE Grayson Foundation will not set up its own 

experimental farm or laboratories, but 
through its scientific committee will allocate the 
research projects to experiment stations, univer. 
sities, colleges, or other institutions. The agen. 
cies selected will be given funds with which to 
carry on the work. 

Results of the research work will be available 
to all persons interested in horses. This informa- 
tion will be made available as rapidly as it is ob- 
tained by the research agencies. 

All information of value will go to the entire 
horse industry as a gift from the Grayson Founda- 
tion. These are the plans of the officers and di- 
rectors of the Foundation, who are confident that 
they will have enough financial support for the 
four major investigations listed by Dean Kelser,

E could not do it. Bernborough, starting at 

7 to 4 and carrying 150 pounds, finished only 

fifth in the 144-mile Caulfield Cup at Caulfield on 

Saturday, October 19. The winner was a grand 

little 4-year-old named Royal Gem. He was fol- 

lowed home by Columnist (by Genetout) and in 
third place was Two Grand (by Mr. Standfast). 

It was the first defeat suffered by Bernborough 
in his last 16 starts, and many people thought that 
he might have won if he had had more luck in 
running. One of the reasons for his downfall was 
that he did not start at all well, and was last or 
nearly last until the half-mile post. He suffered 
more than one check squeeze, and the hazards of 
the race were not in his favor. Don’t forget, he 
had to plough his way through 27 other horses 
and I feel rather confident that if the field had 
not been so big, he might easily have won. 

He had to bullock his way through the centre 
of the pack for the last two furlongs and even 
while doing this he met with a check and yet 
finished full of run in fifth place. It was a grand 
performance by a grand horse and he lost no 
prestige by his defeat in such circumstances. 
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Whether he is to run in the Melbourne Cup on 
November 5 has yet to be determined by his 
owner, A. O. Romano. He will carry 149 pounds, 
and his trainer, Harry Plant, is all against start. 
ing him.

Royal Gem is a black son of Dhoti and has been 
a brilliant galloper throughout his career. He has 
always shaped well up to a mile, but very few 
thought he could get 1% miles. He ran the race 
of his life in the Caulfield Cup, as Columnist 
looked all over a winner all the way down the 
straight until challenged by Royal Gem, whom 
Columnist had interfered with badly during the 
race. 


Even if Columnist had won, Royal Gem would 
have got the race on protest. Reg Heather rode 
Royal Gem and Weate, rider of Columnist, was 
suspended for three months for interfering with 
Royal Gem and riding carelessly. 


Mr. Badman bred Royal Gem, which is from the 
Beau Fils mare French Gem, winner of the Oaks 
at Flemington. In her four seasons at the stud 
she produced four colts in a row and last week 
produced a filly to Dhoti. Badman is one of the 
lucky men of the Turf in Australia, and before 
the race on Saturday he said to me “I am only 
hoping Royal Gem gets a place, as I don’t think 
he has any chance of beating Bernborough.” 
Carey (by Midstream) ran a good fourth and was 
really unfortunate in running. 

Attley, one of our best horses, failed to stay, 
as most of us thought would be the case, and now 
this Portofino 4-year-old will have his attention 
directed to mile races. 

Sweet Chime (by Le Grand Duc) finished bril- 
liantly to win a new race called the One Thous- 
and Guineas, for 3-year-old fillies, and worth 1,500 
guineas. She is trained by the former champion 
rider, Maurice McCarten, and is now favorite for 
the Oaks to be run at Flemington next month. 
Another winner at Caulfield on October 19 was 
the 2-year-old Roshanara (by Dhoti). Cotham 
(by Dhoti) earned himself a start in the Victoria 
Derby by a good staying effort to win the Bur- 
wood Handicap for 3-year-olds. 

Royal Gem’s time for the 1% miles of the Caul- 
field Cup was 2:30%, good travelling because 
earlier in the week 142 points of rain had fallen 
on the course, which dried out well, all things con- 
sidered. 

The sum of £34,469 was invested on the tote on 
the Caulfield Cup alone, and of this £11,324 was 
entrusted to Bernborough.

ELLOW members of the Thoroughbred Club, 

I am deeply honored by the dinner given for 
me tonight. It is possible that I appreciate it 
more since, excepting only the part devoted to 
my family and friends, I have devoted my life 
to agricultural pursuits, and most of my time 
and energies to breeding and developing cattle 
and horses. I feel that the way Assault ran this 
spring to win the Triple Crown has paid me in 
full for any effort I may have made. 

When I first became interested in breeding and 
racing Thoroughbreds, the studies I was able 
to make impressed me with the great amount of 
really informative material that was available. 
Besides the pedigrees of the horses themselves 
there were the complete racing records and all the 
descriptive matter contained in the various year 
books and histories of racing. In toto this added 
up toa fine literature surrounding the sport. This 
literature amounted in many instances to an inti- 
mate history of the times in each country, as rac- 
ing could not be separated from the social and 
economic life of the country. 

No other sport with which I am familiar of- 
fers as much in this respect, nor does any other 
breed of livestock have as much written informa- 
tion available about it. In most countries, includ- 
ing this one, racing was first conducted by a com- 
paratively few people who engaged in it as a 
sport and conducted it for their own amusement. 

Great good did come to the country from the 
improvement of its horses, but it was not of great

Robert Kleberg's Address 


As honor guest at the Thoroughbred Club 
of America’s annual testimonial dinner, Rob- 
ert J. Kleberg in his address discussed the 
heavy taxes on racing, the need for vigorous 
action toward eliminating undesirable per- 
sons from the American Turf, the breeding 
program at the King Ranch regarding cattle 
and horses, and the importance and vitality 
of the American Stud Book. The complete 
text is given here. 


recreational importance to the country as a whole. 
Today it has grown to such proportions that it 
is regarded as a form of mass recreation. For 
this reason, it is of great importance that the 
public be properly and fully informed. This is 
made more difficult, but none the less necessary, 
by the fact that racing is now conducted on a 
year-round basis, and further by the fact that 
the same segment of the public does not go every 
day. On the contrary, by accurate check-up it 
is found that different people go on their days off. 
They go because they can be out of doors, can 
mingle with their friends and altogether enjoy 
a relaxing day, even if they know little or noth- 
ing about the horses. : 

I feel that these people, many of whom have: 
been engaged in industry and others in highly 
specialized endeavors or professions, need the re- 
laxation that racing affords because to some ex- 
tent their work-a-day jobs are monotonous or) 
nerve-wracking. If these people can be more 
fully informed, they will look upon racing more 
and more from the sporting angle and less from 
the betting. It will not only add greatly to their 
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recreation and enjoyment but since racing has 
become, in a sense, their sport, they will be in a 
much better position to help control and direct it. 

Most of our present-day race tracks were de- 
signed and constructed at a time when crowds of 
the present size were unheard of, and, therefore 
considerable crowding and inconvenience exists 
at the tracks today. These conditions will be 
rapidly corrected if the owners and operators of 
the tracks feel reasonably sure that they will 
not be penalized or curtailed by some public body 
without warning. 


The Taxes on Racing 


VICIOUS evidence of this sort of thing is 

much in evidence today in the form of puni- 
tive taxation by municipalities and states. It 
seems to me that no form of taxation is as unfair 
as to tax that segment of the population that 
takes its relaxation or pursuit of happiness in 
the form of a day at the races. Here the bettor, 
large or small, goes to the window to back his 
judgment, is given absolutely fair odds by the 
totalizer, but a taxing body steps in and places 
its hand in his pocket, and win or lose, takes an 
unfair percentage of his wager. Recreation and 
pleasure are a very necessary part of our lives 
and should be taxed, if at all, sparingly and fair- 
ly. By the present system of taxation nothing is 
contributed to the information or comfort of the 
bettor or spectators and nothing is contributed 
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to the breeder, trainer or owner who supports and 
helps conduct the sport. 

I do not know of any class of livestock which 
brings to agriculture more employment per head 
of livestock than the breeding, training and rae. 
ing of Thoroughbred horses. 

Everything Thoroughbreds eat is produced on 
the farm. They have to receive daily care and 
attention from the time the mare is bred until 
the yearling is conditioned for racing. During 
the latter period and throughout his racing life 
one person is given employment directly for every 
two Thoroughbred horses. 

When one considers the task of transporting 
people to and from the races and the facilities 
provided them, then the vast commercial impor- 
tance of the sport becomes apparent. Just why 
then should this sport be jeopardized, its facili- 
ties restricted, and its public unfairly taxed? 
This is not in the public’s interest and must be 
stopped. 

The sport must keep its house in order so that 
it can make its case clear before the public. I 
feel that the greatest progress in this respect can 
be made through the exclusion of any and all 
persons from the sport whose record and conduct 
in and out of the sport is subject to question. 

In other words, Sport to be Sport must be fair! 
And must include the responsible taking of risks. 
Compensation in the way of purses should not be 
paid to participants unless they are placed at 
least in the first four places in a race.

Breeding Program at King Ranch 


T HAS occurred to me that since a good deal 

has been said about the breeding methods and 
policies of the King Ranch and since this is a 
gathering of breeders, some discussion of this 
subject should be undertaken by me here. I shall 
be glad to cover it as briefly as possible. 

The King Ranch at the present time is devot- 
ing its principal effort to the production of beef 
cattle, but in the course of this effort has found 
it necessary and advantageous to devote consid- 
erable effort t@ the production of quarter horses 
especially adapted to ranch or cattle work. 

In the course of these breeding efforts with 
ranch horses, we became interested again in 
Thoroughbreds and have been breeding and rac- 
ing about ten years. It is the intention of the 
management to make as great an effort to im- 
prove its Thoroughbreds as it has any of its other 
livestock and it probably will employ a similar 
technique. 

In the case of cattle it was necessary to blend 
the blood of two different generic species. The 
Brahma cattle (Bos Indicus) which has resistance 
to heat, hardiness, etc., were crossed with the 
Shorthorn cattle (Bos Tarus) which possesses 
natural fattening or beef qualities, in an effort 
to produce an animal which would produce high 
quality beef under range and climatic conditions 
prevalent on the ranch. 


The first cross was very promising, but experi- 
ence quickly showed that the first cross was the 
best and deteriorated thereafter because of the 
release of recessive characteristics when further 
cross-breeding was practised. 

Early in the experiment a very superior cross- 
bred bull calf was observed in one of the ranch 
milk herds, and knowing that it would be neces- 
sary to undertake the production of a new breed, 
by the application of scientific breeding princi- 
ples, the above mentioned individual, hereafter 
known as “Monkey,” was selected as the founda- 
tion animal for the new breed. 


Monkey was first bred to fifty specially selected 
cross-bred Brahma Shorthorn heifers. These 
heifers were selected for good beef conformation 
and for uniformity, and only those of red color 
were used. The results of these matings were 
gratifying, and a number of outstanding bull 
calves were made available for the breeding pro- 
gram. Monkey was mated to a few of his best 
daughters and his best son was mated to his best 
remaining daughters. 

The breeding program was carried out from 
here on by using on the top or male side only 
sons, grandsons, etc., of Monkey. The extreme 
‘ops among the heifers were bred to Monkey or to 
his best male descendants. Throughout the course 
of this program all selections were carefully made 
and all matings were made on the basis of bring- 
ing together animals whose characteristics com- 
plemented each other. The further the breeding 
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program has progressed, the more satisfactory 
have been the results. 

Over one hundred and fifty of Monkey’s sons 
have been used in this work and several thousand 
of his grandsons, granddaughters and more re- 
mote descendants. The herd consists of approxi- 
mately 5,000 purebred cows today and the grade 
herd of 25,000 head. The breeding of this large 
herd is controlled by using the top tail-male des- 
cendants of Monkey on the extreme top herd of’ 
cows, in turn the sons of these bulls are used on 
about 400 especially selected cows with each bull 
being used on forty to fifty cows. 

The desirable bulls from this small herd are 
used to maintain the larger purebred herds, and 
the bulls from these herds are used to grade up 
the main ranch beef herds. 

The bright cherry-red colored herd of cattle 
produced as described above has come to be known

as the Santa Gertrudis breed, taking its name 
from the original land grant from the crown of 
Spain known as “Santa Gertrudis.” 

It is an interesting fact that about ninety per 
cent of all the cattle on the ranch have descended 
from this one bull, Monkey, and all of the calves 
dropped each year now carry his blood. 


Success with Horses 


N HANDLING the cattle on the ranch good 

cow horses are very necessary. The attri- 
butes of a good cow horse are as follows: They 
must have “cow sense,” by which is meant the de- 
sire to work or follow cattle instinctively. They 
must have light mouths, have good action, be 
able to start, stop and turn quickly and smoothly, 
be able to run fast for a short distance, and they 
must be hardy, because for the most part they 
have to work while on grass feed alone without 
benefit of grain feeding. 

Over the years the ranch has used a great num- 
ber of horses in its operations. These have been 
of many different types, and most of the light- 
weight breeds of horses have been tried. In the 
course of this experience it has been noted that 
a comparatively few top cowhorses were develop- 
ed, probably not more than one to fifty. For the 
most part these were produced by a comparative- 
ly few stallions and few of these passed their 
good qualities on for more than one generation. 

In 1916 the King Ranch acquired a very out- 
standing Quarter-Horse colt, which in due course 
developed into the best cowhorse the ranch had 
owned. With the background of experience I 
have referred to, and having by this time acquir-

ed considerable experience in animal breeding, 
we were determined to see if the good qualities 
of this horse could not be perpetuated. To this 
end, this horse known only as “Old Sorrel” (that 
was the only name he ever had) was mated to 
50 ranch-raised Thoroughbred mares. These 
mares were selected both for conformation and 
their proven value as cowhorses. 

Seven colts from this mating were retained for 
service in the first few years. The best of these, 
“Solis” was mated to the best daughters of Old 
Sorrel and the results were very gratifying. The 
other six sons were mated to specially selected 
out-cross ranch mares at first, but as soon as 
nieces, etc., were available they were mated to 
them. Old Sorrel, in due course, was mated to 
a few of his daughters and to a considerable num- 
ber of his granddaughters. Only in a few in- 
stances were the matings to his daughters satis- 
factory. The matings to his granddaughters. 
were for the most part satisfactory. 

For approximately twenty-five years now ten 
sons, grandsons, and great grandsons of Old Sor- 
rel have been mated with approximately 400 
mares almost all of which were descendants of 
Old Sorrel. 

In all cases the matings have been objective, 
taking into consideration the perfection of type 
sought and the perfection or modification of such 
characteristics as temperament, action, lightness 
of mouth, speed and muscling. 

The results of the breeding plan just described 
have been gratifying. Instead of an average of

Also, 
we have not felt it wise to bar the blood of such 
mares as Quashed and Hycilla, which have prov- 
ed their class by winning the English Oaks, the 
top filly race of that country. 

Registration certificates, regardless from what 
stud book they come, are valuable only as a means 
of tracing the ancestry of the Thoroughbred in 
question. The true class of the horse, however, 
can only be discovered and proved in competi- 
tion on the race track. 

Any stud book which bars from entry the top- 
class performers of its own race course is bound 
in the long run, to weaken the value of its book, 
and in so doing permanently injure the breed.

MARYLAND 


Rule 


FFECTIVE January 1, 1947, owners will not 
be permitted to start horses on Maryland 
tracks until they have obtained a license from the 
Maryland Racing Commission. The fee will be 
$5. Persons using assumed names, corporate 
names, or stable names must register with the 
commission, and will be required to pay an annual 
fee of $50. Under the official interpretation of 
this rule, married women may race under their 
maiden names without payment of a fee, but must 
obtain permission from the commission. 
The new rules were announced October 24.

Boussac sold him to Arthur Veil-Picard, under 
whose colors he won the Grand Course de Haies 
@Enghien, Course de Haies d’Ete, and Course 
de Haies d’Auteuil, and more than 500,000 francs. 
Leonidas, by *Teddy out of Héléne de Troie, 
foaled in 1925, and winner of nearly 500,000 
francs, was not quite a classic performer, but that 
did not prevent him from placing third in the Prix 
du Président de la République and the Grand Prix 
de Deauville at three years, and at five years win- 
ning the Lincolnshire Handicap. 
Bara, second foal of Zariba, foaled in 1926 by 
Ramus, won about 350,000 francs from three to 
six years; his career was such that he lacked the 
ability to finish, which explains the few victories, 
the numerous places: Grand Prix de Printemps 
(two times second), Prix du Conseil Municipal 
(one time second, one time third), Grand Prix de 
Bade (second), Jockey Club Stakes (third), Grand 
Prix de Vichy (third).

still not up to what Mr. Boussac expected from. 
his stud. It fell to Durban, one of his first glories, 
to give him in two years a great filly, Diademe, 
and a crack horse, Tourbillon. Diademe, foaled in 
1927 by Ksar, had at two years won only the Prix 
d’Aumale, but at three years she missed by a head 
in the Poule d’Essai. She won the Prix Péné- 
lope, finished third in the Coronation Stakes and 
the Grand Prix de Bade and won the Newmarket 
Oaks, and a total of 330,514 frances. 

Her full brother, Tourbillon, was still better. 
After his maiden victory in the Prix de Vineuil, 
he was defeated in the Prix d’Aumale, but won 
the Prix de l’Avenir at Baden and lost the Grand 
Critérium. At three years he captured a triumph- 
al series with his victories in the Prix Greffulhe,. 
Prix Hocquart, Prix Lupin, and Prix du Jockey, 
Club; ridden a little too quickly in the Grand Prix 
de Paris he was only able to place third. He did_ 
not offer much opposition to Barneveldt who was:

In the Garden State Stakes of October 19, the Ridgewood Stable’s Double Jay scored his third 
stakes win of the season, beating World Trade, Mityme, and others. Earlier he had won the Newport 
gansett Park. He is by Balladier—Broomshot, by . 
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Triomphe absolutely out of form, he was put to 
stud after having won 1,682,955 francs. 


One may consider Tourbillon as a crack horse 
in spite of his defeats. Well bred and of magnifi- 
cent conformation, he ought to have performed 
well at the stud, but no one could foretell that his 
triumph would be so complete. It is sufficient to 
recall today, when his career as a stallion is far 
from being ended, that he has already produced 
Goya, Cillas, Gaspillage, Last Post, Argolide, 
Hestia, Adaris, Meridien, Djebel, Tornado, Es- 
meralda, Dryas, Caracalla, Coaraze, etc., who have 
won nearly 33 million francs. 

The same year that Tourbillon won in France 
the classic cycle of a 3-year-old, there appeared in 
England one of the greatest horses who has worn 
the orange silks. This was Goyescas, the third 
foal of Zariba, by Gainsborough. At two years 
he won the Chesham Stakes and finished second 
in the Middle Park Stakes; at three, only his St. 
Leger was bad. He often had unfortunate races, 
which permitted him to place only second in the 
2,000 Guineas and the Eclipse Stakes, fourth in 
the Derby and the Newmarket Stakes, but he won 
brilliantly the Champion Stakes. During that 
year he triumphed in various races over Sand- 
wich, Orpen, and Singapore. At four years, Fir- 
daussi, Cameroun, and again Sandwich were the 
victoms, in particular in the Eclipse Stakes where 
he was again second, as in the Coronation Cup. 
He won the Hardwicke Stakes and finished second 
to Montrico, in the mud, in the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe. 
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His fifth year enriched with new laurels his 
magnificent career before he was sent to stud; his 
victories of the Prix Edmond Blanc, Prix Sab. 
lons, Prix Boiard, Prix d’Houville and Prix d's. 
pahan, broken only by a very excusable defeat jn 
the Grand Prix du Tremblay, preceded his race jn 
the Prix du Président de la République. After 
judicious waiting, Goyescas seemed to be doing 
very well when suddenly he stopped; he had frac. 
tured a pastern. Everything was done to con- 
serve him for the stud, where he would have with- 
out doubt started a powerful Gainsborough 
branch, but, alas, some time later the unfortunate 
Goyescas, having won nearly 700,000 francs and 
being a most distinguished horse, had to be shot. 


A Grand Slam 


N 1932, Mr. Boussac reenacted the exploit of 

Edmond Blanc in winning the first three places 
of a great race, in the Grand Prix de Vichy, with 
Thaouka, Erain, and Bara. This Thaouka, by 
Ramus out of Sweet Picture (number 4 family, 
M. Medora strain) won also at four years the 
Grand Prix de Bordeaux and produced at stud 
Canzoni and Micipsa. The following year could 
have been that of Cecias or Negundo, but it was 
only the year of Thor. The victory of Cecias in 
fact, in the Prix Morny (1932) did not lead to 
further success. Negundo bore the mark of Ban- 
star, and like Banstar was capable of the best as 
well as the worst. Even though he had won 485,

renowned Hyperion. Winning 866,000 francs, he 
was not worth as much as Tourbillon at stud, and 
he has finally been acquired by the State. 

La Circe, by Ksar out of La Moqueuse, foaled 
in 1933, was not able to do better than to win the 
Prix Vermeille after having been beaten in the 
Prix de Diane. She produced at stud Ahriman, a 
good winner in Belgium. The following year, 
Adargatis, by Astérus out of Héléne de Troie, who 
had at two years won the Prix de Saint-Firmin, 
did better in winning by three lengths over Mary 
Tudor in the Prix de Diane—a happy victory but 
without any consequence. But at the stud, Adar- 
gatis was to produce Adaris and Ardan.

du Jockey Club, Coaraze, before being taken away

The famous Zariba produced Abjer (by As. 
térus) one year after Corrida. The colt made his 
career in England, winning at two years the Wil. 
ton Maiden Stakes and the great Middle Park 
Stakes. Unfortunately at three years he did not 
confirm this brilliant beginning and was sent to 
stud, where the following year he produced ex.

The principal contemporaries of Abjer to dis. 
pute the French classics were Serdab and Carius, 
who contented themselves by figuring honorably, 
On the other hand Dadji, by Astérus out of Perle 
d’Orient, who did not race at two years and won 
only two little races at three, would not be con- 
tent by being the habitual leader of Corrida; his 
three campaigns at the races credited him witha 
million francs. He won the Grand Prix de Vichy 
and de Bade, the Prix du Cadran, and took very 
creditable places in the Prix de Conseil Munici- 
pal, the Prix du Président de la République (two 
times second), the Grand Prix de Marseille and 
of Tremblay. He is now a national stallion at 
Pau, and his produce shows up well. 


The First ''Great" Tourbillon 


HE year 1937 would have been brilliant for Mr. 
Boussac if Atys had been able to contend in 
the classics, but he had an accident and was re 
tired from training, and the victory of Chesham 
in the Prix Juigné was without consequence. The 
best three year old of the stable was in England 
and again was the product of the incomparable 
Zariba. This was Goya, by Tourbillon. At two 
years he had won the Gimcrack Stakes, finished 
third in the National Breeders’ Produce Stakes, 
and was second to Fair Copy in the Middle Park 
Stakes. At three years he was beaten by Ksar in 
the 2,000 Guineas, might have won the Derby with 
a little good luck, won the St. James Palace 
Stakes, and finished second in the Champion 
Stakes. At four he placed in the Coronation Cup, 
the Queen Ann Stakes and the Hardwicke Stakes, 
and won in France the Prix Lamarque before be- 
ing beaten to everyone’s surprise by Terre Rose 
in the Grand Prix de Marseille. At five and six 
years, his victories in the Prix Edmond Blanc, the 
Sablons (two times), Boiard, Ruban Brun d’Alle 
magne, Prix des Trois Ans (Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe, 1940) classed him definitely as one of 
the best horses of his time. At the stud he has 
already produced Nirgal. 

Goya was the first “great” Tourbillon, and Ci 
las was the second, but his extreme hypersensitiv- 
ity needed the most favorable circumstances. His 
masterful victories as in the Prix du Jockey-Club

Argentine 
Derby Victory 


Scores Over 12 Rivals 


RIO DE JANEIRO, October 9. 

HE biggest crowd seen at a race track in Ar- 

gentina since the day when the famous Bota- 
fogo avenged his only defeat went to Palermo on 
October 6 to see the 63rd renewal of the Gran 
Premio Nacional, the Argentine Derby, run over 
2,500 meters (1 9-16 miles), worth 100,000 pesos 
to the winner, and with a gross value of 135,000 
pesos, the second-richest total in South America. 

The record crowd set a betting record in South 
America for the day’s card, with a total of 7,- 
603,876 pesos. There is a great increase of bet- 
ting in several South American racing countries, 
especially Argentina and Brazil, and, although 
our marks are not on the same level as North 
American horsemen are accustomed to see, they 
are amazing for us, when compared with the 
marks of some years ago. 

Well, let’s go to the actual race. With his 
wonderful victory in the Gran Premio Jockey 
Club, after a bad failure in the Polla de Potrillos, 
the colt Seductor, owned by the Brazilian stable 
of José Buarque de Macedo, was made favorite 
for the Argentine Derby. The stable connections 
of Remo, winner of the Polla de Potrillos and un- 
beaten up to the Jockey Club, had said that the 
son of Ipe was not at his best when he was beaten, 
and finished the race somewhat lame. The fact, 
however, that Seductor inspired much more con- 
fidence among race-goers, as a son of Full Sail, 
for longer distances, and the fashion he finished 
the 2,000 meters of the Jockey Club, indicating the 
longer the races, the better for him, made bettors 
turn definitely to Seductor. 

Also well backed were Camping, whose race in 
the Jockey Club had been very good; Sospiro, a 
much improved colt in recent stakes; and Remo, 
the former leader of the generation. The filly 
Pinturera, recent winner of the Clasico Seleccion, 
the Argentine Oaks, was also backed steadily, 
while the others were outsiders, including the 
promising Caburé, whose previous start had been 
in a 2,500-meter handicap, in which he finished 
second. 

When the field of thirteen started, Seductor was 
the first to take the lead, while Erebus and 
Camping collided and began the race in the last 
places. Remo, Caratén, Pinturera and El Gurisi- 
to were next to the leader. The favorite began 
the race with a fast pace, and thus all the field 
had to run fast. Faster than all of them, how- 
‘ver, ran Caratén, whose rider asked him to take

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the lead at the 2,400-meter pole, when Remo ad- 
vanced also to go together with Seductor in sec- 
ond place. 

Thus they began the first turn, called Dorregos. 
Then Remo rushed to the front, followed by El 
Gurisito, with Caraton third and the favorite 
fourth, while the filly, Pinturera, was running in 
fifth place and Camping was still last. In the 
back stretch, another important change was no- 
ticed, for El Gurisito took the lead from Remo 
and increased his margin to four lengths, rapidly. 
When the field began the great Belgrano turn, 
El Gurisito was still four lengths in front of 
Remo, which was followed by Pinturera, Recien 
and Seductor together, Caburé and Caraton. On 
the turn, El Gurisito began to weaken and Remo 
improved his position, three lengths in front of 
Recien and Seductor, while Caraton and Caburé 
were coming well. Thus they began the final 
stretch, with the crowd under great tension. 
The first to falter was the leader, which was 
rapidly beaten by Remo, whose rider tried to 
escape from his opponents. However, Seductor 
and Caburé rushed then, very strongly, and 
Ejecutivo, from the back place, began a long run. 
Some 200 meters from the end Remo was making 
his last efforts, and Caburé was moving with him. 
Another 50 meters, and Caburé had beaten 
Remo, while Ireneo Leguisamo, rider of Seductor, 
sent the favorite in a formidable rush. Caburé 
resisted stoutly, but Seductor equaled him and in 
the finish line was a neck in front, while Ejecu- 
tivo, after a long drive, was third, three-fourths 
of a length back of Caburé and more than one 
length in front of Remo.

Academico Remains a Threat 


LTHOUGH he won only by a neck, Seductor 

is the champion juvenile colt of Argentina in 
1946. The Gran Premio Nacional usually gives 
its winner that title and the way Seductor won, 
showing not only speed but also gameness to beat 
Caburé, caused a formidable cheer from the 
crowd. He is surely a very good colt, well bal- 
anced, strong and muscular. The defeat he 
suffered in the Polla de Potrillos, when he finished 
next-to-last over a muddy track, proved to be an 
unusual race. He won, since then the import- 
ant Gran Premio Jockey Club, was made favorite 
for the Derby, and won again. It is a pity that 
Academico was not in the field, for that fine son 
of Sind had beaten him recently, over the Derby 
distance, by three lengths, by Caburé, by a neck, 
in the Nacional. Academico was not entered for 
the Derby and thus was not a starter. 

To Seductor’s leadership Academico is a great 
menace, because the only time they met the son 
of Sind was the winner by three lengths. How- 
ever, the argument may be settled in the Gran 
Premio Carlos Pellegrini, over 3,000 meters, to be 
presented in November at San Isidro, when they 
will meet with Caburé in the field, along with 
older horses like Ensueno, Half Crown, Chur- 
rinche and others. 


Ireneo Leguisamo’s riding on Seductor was up 
to his wonderful standard. He is the greatest of 
all jockeys ever seen in South America, and again 
his handling of the favorite was magnificent. He 
used the whip twice, when Caburé took a head 
advantage over the favorite, and landed the win- 
ner. Juan Lapistoy, trainer of the Argentine 
Derby winner of 1946, is also one of the great 
trainers of today in this part of the world. 
Finally, it must be said that the winner is owned 
by José Buarque de Macedo, of Rio de Janeiro, a 
Brazilian stable prominent in Brazil, Argentina 
and Uruguay. This fact gives the international

Maybe his second 
to Academico in a handicap over the Derby dis- 
tance was part of his preparation for the Na- 
cional, and perhaps he improved much since that 
race.

Camping, one of the well-backed horses, didn’t 
show in any stage of the race, after a bad start, 
and El Gurisito, although the leader for a time, 
is not regarded as a colt of the same rank as the 
winner. Perhaps this son of Badruddin will 
prove, in the future, a top-rank miler. Returning 
to Caburé, I should like to add he is a son of that 
fine broodmare Urraca, dam of Churrinche, Derby 
winner of 1944, now one of the best older horses 
in training. 

Concerning Seductor, the winner, I have sent 
his pedigree in connection with his victory in the 
Gran Premio Jockey Club. He was bred by the 
Haras Argentino S. A., and was purchased by his 
owner, J. Buarque de Macedo, for 30,000 Argen- 
tine pesos in the 1945 Palermo sales. He has 
earned, up to now, 176,400 pesos. 


Other Argentine Events 


N September 29, at Palermo, was presented 

the important San Martin Handicap, richest 
of all handicaps of this year’s calendar in Argen- 
tina, for 4-year-olds and up. The race proved to 
be a surprise, for the winner was the much im- 
proved Red Fox, a son of Fox Cub out of Reed- 
holme, by Papyrus, owned by Chicota Stable. He 
raced under 101 pounds, beating by several 
lengths, Blizzard (111), while third, also several 
lengths back, finished the top weight Retintin 
(182). The others finished as follows: Tapon 
(114), the favorite Emperor (128), Cololé (128), 
and Endeavour (128). The handicap, apparently, 
made all the difference for Red Fox and Blizzard. 
Had the race been a weight-for-age affair, Retin- 
tin would have been the winner. Time, 3:06 for 
the 3,000 meters (about 15 furlongs), a very good 
one. The winner got 40,000 pesos. 

On Derby Day, at Palermo, was also presented 
the Premio Centenario del Doctor Carlos Pelle- 
grini Handicap, over 2,000 meters, worth 25,000 
Pesos to the winner.

N September 29, at Gavea, the Grande Premio 

Conde de Herzberg (Colts’ Criterium), over 
1,600 meters, for 3-year-old colts, was presented 
with a field of only three. The reason for such 
a short field in an important race was the fact 
that the formidable juvenile Holkar was a start- 
er. Holkar had been winning from all colts at 
Gavea with such ease, in such good time, that 
nobody thought anything could beat him, with 
one exception. That was of the Seabra Stable, 
which presented the promising and much improv- 
ed colt, Jundiahy, a son of Eagle Rock and the 
fine mare Paulista, by Mr. Jinks, with sensational 
workouts. The other starter was Quilombo II, 
owned by José Buarque de Macedo, and the rea- 
son of his start was to get the third place purse. 
The start was very bad for Holkar. He left after 
the others, while Jundiahy was already in the 
lead. The jockey of the favorite, however, calm- 
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ed his colt first, then sent him to the lead, which 
Holkar took with ease. Jundiahy was running 
well, also, and thus the race appeared sensation.

On October 6, at Gavea, one of the important 
internationals was offered, the Grande Premio 
America do Sul, over 2,400 meters (about 1% 
miles). Five started, the odds-on favorite being 
Zorro, owned by the Seabra Stable, one of the 
two greatest stables of international racing in 
South America, the other being that of J. Buar- 
que de Macedo, whose entry of Trick and Argen- 
tina was second choice. Zorro started badly and 
that good mare, Argentina, was the pacemaker, 
with Cumelen second, High Sheriff and Zorro 
following, and Trick last. Argentina was the 
pacemaker all the way. Zorro, however, took 
second place in the great turn, with High Sheriff 
and Trick very near. When the field entered into 
the stretch, Argentina faltered and was beaten 
by the favorite, whose rider, F. Irigoyen, how- 
ever, had to use the whip, because High Sheriff, 
on the outside, was attacking very strongly. 


High Sheriff, a Hyperion horse, however, was 
not the principal opponent of the favorite. The 
distance was too much for him, and he faltered 
two furlongs from home, while Trick, near the 
rails, was rushing dangerously. Again Irigoyen 
used the whip, and Zorro resisted well, winning 
by 1144 lengths, while High Sheriff was third 
four lengths back of Trick. Time, 2:284. The 
winner, a son of Baber Shah out of Zach Klara, 
by Papyrus, was one of the best juveniles of 1945 
in Argentina, along with Estuardo, Ricomonte, 
and Miss Grillo, and is now one of the top vet- 
erans in Brazil, along with Miron and Goyo.

Argentine Yearling Sales 


iy 1946 Argentine Sales began on October 7. 
The Palermo sales paddock was crowded be- 
cause of the Derby of the previous day and the 
fact that the first day of the sales would offer the 
first group of colts and fillies from the El Pelado 
Stud, among whose sires is British Empire. 

The expectation proved to be sound, for 
in the day’s sales was established a new all- 
time record for a yearling sold in Argen- 
tina. The record broken dated back to 1909, 
when the colt Roi de l’Or, a son of Val d’Or— 
Menta, bred by San Jacinto Stud, was sold for 
66,000 pesos. Well, on October 7, 1946, the El 
Pelado Stud sold the colt Etendard, a son of 
British Empire out of Modern Miss, by Hotweed 
—Versalité, by Chaucer, for the amazing sum of 
75,000 pesos. The bidding for Etendard began 
at 30,000 pesos, rapidly went to 40,000. Then, 
only four bidders went ahead, the G. G. Stable, of 
Buenos Aires; the Seabra Stable, of Rio de 
Janeiro; the Buarque de Macedo Stable, of Rio 
de Janeiro; and trainer Guillermo A. Cervi, of 
Buenos Aires, acting for the 18 de Julio Stable. 
Cervi had offered a high bid when Mr. José Buar- 
que de Macedo offered 71,000 pesos. The auc- 
tioneer said to Cervi: “For 75,000 pesos the colt 
is yours.” Cervi said yes. 

Other high prices of the first day of Palermo 
Sales: Entrevero, by British Empire—Dulca- 
mara, to Seabra Stable, 48,000 pesos; Beau- 
fighter, by British Empire—Spit Fire, to E. C. P.

It is interesting to observe that highest bid- 
ders in the first two sessions were some Argen- 
tine stables and the Brazilian owners Messrs, 
Nelson Seabra and José Buarque de Macedo. The 
latter two have the greatest international stables 
now in South America. The first session finished 
with the following result: 22 yearlings sold, for 
a total of 592,000 pesos, average 26,909 pesos, 
The second session finished with 19 yearlings 
sold, for a total of 488,000 pesos, average 25,428 
pesos. As you see, the trend for higher prices 
is continuing in South America, as in your coun- 
try and apparently in every country in the world.

in 1938 were accompanied by cutting defeats, 
Without having ceased to belong to Mr. Boussag, 
he is today a stallion in England, where he pro- 
duces well. In the same year as Cillas, Tour. 
billon gave to his owner two good mares, Hestia, 
out of Sunsy (family 14, D strain, Burlesque), 
who at four years won the Grand Prix de Nice, 
beating Antonym, and gave birth to the remark- 
able Palencia, and Argolide, by Deasy (grand- 
dam of Hestio) who had a most classic career, 
winning the Prix de Malleret and Prix Minerve, 
and finished second by a head in the Prix Ver- 
meille and Newmarket Oaks, second also in the 
Prix de Flore. 

The following generation (1936) gave two more 
good mares to Mr. Boussac, Semiramide and Can- 
zoni. Semiramide, by Pharos out of Sartella, at 
two years won decisively the Prix Gallinule, Prix 
Morny and the Grand Critérium d’Ostende, losing 
in the Grand Critérium. At three years she won 
only the Prix Jacques La Marois, but she beat 
MacKann and Bacchus. She is the dam of Al- 
porada. Canzoni, by Banstar and Thaouka, 
showed herself as a classic mare, always winning 
or placing, and won in particular the Prix de 
l’Avenir at Baden, the Prix La Rochette, Prix 
Pénélope, and Prix Chloe, finishing second by a 
short head in the Poule d’Essai des Pouliches. She 
was also second in the Coronation Stakes, third 
in the Grand Prix de Baden, etc. 

The duration of the career of a horse is often 
in inverse ratio to his value, and it is exceptional 
to find owners like Mr. Boussaec who are sports- 
men enough to run the cracks at four, five, and 
six years. By this count, Pharis, by Pharos out 
of Carissima (family number 20, strain D, Ghuz- 
nee) should have left the track in 1941 and 1942 
with a series of some 20 or 30 victories without 
defeat, but the war decided it otherwise. 

Let us recall the shining career of the greatest 
horse of his time, his three victories (Prix Noail- 
les, the Jockey-Club, the Grand Prix de Paris, a 
total of 1,893,675 francs) all equally impressive, 
and the passionate debates stirred up by the pros- 
pect of his encounter with Blue Peter. His ex- 
ceptional success since his first year at the stud, 
where he produced the three crack winners Ardan, 
Priam and Palencia, then his deportation to Ger- 
many and his triumphal return in 1945. Those 
are the actual facts; it is enough for us to sketch 
them in roughly. 

Adaris, by Tourbillon out of Adargatis, being 
less good, ran longer than Pharis, and his star 
seemed pale beside that of Pharis and the younger 
Djebel. He nevertheless between two and six 
years won nearly a million francs, winning the 
Prix Lagrange and the Grand Prix de Deauville, 
giving way behind his comrades Horatius (Prix 
du Conseil Municipal) and Djebel (Prix des Sab- 
lons).

Some Important 2-Year-Old Events

E had some good racing at Newmarket last 

week with the Champion Stakes its bright- 
est feature. There were also decided two im- 
portant juvenile events—the Middle Park Stakes 
and the Cheveley Park Stakes (for fillies). The 
most popular feature of the meeting was the 
Cesarewitch Handicap, which went to an outsid- 
er—a Frenchman. The Champion Stakes lives 
up to its name year after year. It invariably 
attracts 3- and 4-year-olds of the highest class 
and has been won by some very good horses in its 
history. It was first run in 1877.

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The manner in which the race was run will 

interest you less than the record of the winner, 
who now retires to stud. Racing through four 
seasons, he has won 13 of his 26 starts and has 
been placed in 10 more—three times only un- 
placed. He was treated as a sprinter through 
most of his career, but has won over all distances 
up to the 10 furlongs of this, his last race. 
* I would say, without going too deeply into his 
pedigree, that he is a very good example of the 
faster type of the Phalaris horses which we are 
at present producing. As a generalization, I 
think it may be conceded that we have produced 
in the last decade a reaaly good ‘family’ of top 
class middle-distance performers, of which for 
example Fair Trial, his son, Court Martial and 
this Honeyway are good examples. Our immedi- 
ate task is to concentrate once again on produc- 
ing staying horses of similar class—a matter 
which should represent no difficulty whatever if 
tackled in the proper way.

Ante-post books were 
opened on it in early September and the bookies 
were swamped with bets, on it as a single event 
and also coupled with the Cambridgeshire. The 
two races are known as the great Autumn double.

114 lengths between second and 
third. 27 ran. Winner bred in France by Leon Volterra and trained 
by Emile Charlier. 
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Monsieur ]’Amiral was a useful sort of handi- 
cap horse in France, and won there the Prix de la 
Seine, which may be regarded as the counterpart 
of our Cesarewitch. He was bred by Mr. Volterra 
from the Grand Prix winner Admiral Drake, on 
whom Steven Donoghue won in 1934. His dam 
is Aethelflaed, by *Aethelstan (by *Teddy) out 
of Sweet Agnes. and so on. It is not a very well- 
known family, but there was nothing wrong with 
the winner, who scored in the best manner, due 
in no little part to the clever riding of his Eng- 
lish jockey, Harry Wragg. 

Monsieur |’Amiral is a partnership horse. He 
ran in the colors of Mr. Barnard Hankey, who 
has at times been a very rich man and who di- 
vides his time between London and Paris. He is 
said to have cleared some £150,000 in bets over 
the race. The winner was bought for him by the 
trainer, Emile Charlier. 

Hankey had said that he would like to have a 
horse capable of winning the Cesarewitch and 
Charlier recommended Monsieur |’Amiral, who 
at that moment had won, or was about to win, 
a race at Longchamp. It was a good choice.. We 
know Charlier very well over here. He trained 
Palais Royal II when he won the Cambridgeshire 
in 1928, although he had no share in Hankey’s 
coup with Priok when he won the Hunt Cup six 
years afterwards. 

Press reactions on the successes of so many 
French-bred horses over here have mostly been 
to the effect that the French owners have a 
vintage season. This may well be the case; ours

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certainly has not. There are also suggestions 
that the French horses (presumably meaning all 
French bloodstock) was better fed during the Oc- 
cupation than ours were during the war. This 
is not true, at any rate as regards our good 
horses, whether sires, broodmares, foals, or horses 
in training. 

The evidence on the whole, as I see it, is that 
there is nothing wrong with our classic horses, 
that is to say the sort of horses with which at 
present we are winning classic races up to 1% 
miles. Our weakness is in high-class horses of 
the staying type. We have deliberately starved 
our long-distance races during the war and have 
concentrated on the classic types. To get back to 
normal and to breed high-class stayers again may 
take us a few years, but the problem presents no 
great difficulties. We are not short of staying 
blood; it is only a question of using it in the 
right way.

And 
Jack Campbell, the handicapper, had assigned 
him top weight of 129 pounds, which served as 
a further endorsement.

Speeding Home set a fast early pace, going 
the quarter in :22%5, the half in :46%. Alexis 
and Lucky Draw were close up, with the latter 
fighting for his head. Going into the back side 
he was allowed to take the lead, followed by 
Pavot and Assault. The Triple Crown winner 
was in front at the mile, after Lucky Draw 
faltered, but his tenure was brief; Stymie, foaled 
at the same King Ranch as Assault, took the lead 
easily and won 2% lengths, eased up, in new rec- 
ord time, lowering the previous mark by one-fifth. 
Earlier in the year, in May, he had set a new 
track record of 1:44% at Jamaica for 1% miles. 

The Argentine-bred *Rico Monte closed stoutly 
to take second place, and Assault hung on for 
third. *Miss Grillo, the Argentine Derby winner, 
made up ground to be fourth.

Ban Trainer of Ringer 


The New Hampshire Racing Commission has 
barred from its jurisdiction Trainer James A. 
Creal, of Chelsea, Mass., and the horse Allpulch, 
which the commission alleges is a ringer proper- 
ly known as Sea Command. In November, 1945, 
Creal started Allpulch twice in his name at Rock- 
ingham Park, winning both races but losing All- 
pulch for a $2,000 claiming price on his second 
start to the Frances Stable, trained by Martin 
Level. The Frances Stable had started Allpulch 
14 times this season for three wins before he 
was raced again in July at Rockingham Park. 
After starting on July 18, the horse was ordered 
scratched on July 31 on suspicion of being a 
ringer. The commission has ordered Creal to 
repay the New Hampshire Jockey Club the two 
purses won by Allpulch last year, plus the $2,000 
he received when Allpulch was claimed.

The Remount's Policy 


Editor, THE BLoop-HorsE: 


I have just read Mr. Collins’ article on “Con- 
formation” in your October 19 issue, wherein he 
alludes to the Remount station policy. 

Lest his misconception be generally accepted by 
your readers, I respectfully request that you pub- 
lish this letter. 


The Remount desires that most of its stallions 
be big horses on short, sturdy legs. We prefer 
that they stand from 15.0 to 16.0 and that they 
be thrifty and durable. 

Unfortunately, we have in the past purchased 
too many tall, slim, cheap stallions—whose “‘tall- 
ness” was too often to be found between the 
ground and the knee, and from the ground to the 
belly. Many of them were quite handsome while 
in training but after a season or two in the West, 
you could walk under them while wearing a silk 
hat and when crossed with those “knot-headed 
brone mares,” the offspring was neither attractive 
nor useful. 


One of the best stallions we have had for our 
purposes was Chilhowee, donated by Mr. Sloan. 
Chilhowee stood a strong 15.0 and weighed about 
1,200. I doubt that anyone ever called him a 
“dumpy little chunk” while he was parading to 
the post. 


Among the better ones we now have is Red Bug, 
raised at Front Royal. He stands 15.3 and when 
hard and fit weighs about 1,250. He was broken 
as a yearling, and at two and three he was gal- 
loped, jumped, reined, and hammered generally 
to test his speed, balance, temperament, and dura- 
bility. Thereafter, he was shipped West where 
he has shown that he can, if necessary, thrive on 
sand burrs, drought and blizzards—and where he 
had produced the kind of half-breds the Remount 
is trying to sponsor. With only a mare or two 
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while in the East, he sired the good show horse, 
Pappy. 

We are in the market for stallions similar to 
Chilhowee and Red Bug—always, of course, with- 
in our very limited price range. Not too many 
of them exist in the United States, and when 
found they are difficult to buy. Apparently, we 
must import them, or we must raise them our- 
selves, if we are to satisfy our Western breeders 
from whom come eighty per cent of our requests 
for stallions. To establish and breed this type 
will require five generations of selective breeding. 

In the meantime, we can use a percentage of 
“good big horses of perfect conformation” re- 
gardless of height. If Mr. Collins knows of any 
such that can be bought at Remount price and 
that are real horses; stake horses—we will hasten 
to inspect them. But we would like him, as well 
as others, to know that henceforth we hope to 
avoid buying “trash” either tall or short. We are 
the first to admit that, heretofore, we have bought 
“quite some.”

Horse Owner Arrested 


The roundup conducted by the Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau in the stimulation case 
of the 6-year-old gelding Old Westbury on March 
9 at Tropical Park was completed last week with 
the announcement of the arrest in Philadelphia 
of James Scaffidi, owner of Old Westbury at the 
time of the alleged offense. Scaffidi, a contrac- 
tor, was charged with being an accessory before 
the fact in the stimulation, and was released on 
$500 bail by a Philadelphia magistrate pending a 
hearing on November 15 on the request of Florida 
authorities for his extradition. 


The arrest of Scaffidi followed shortly the ar- 
rest in New York of Dr. Harold O. Sheetz, veteri- 
narian, on similar charges. Dr. Sheetz’s removal 
to Florida is contingent on the outcome of a hear- 
ing scheduled for November 6 in a New York 
court. James Newton, the groom, and Clarence 
Reynolds, the trainer, of the gelding at the time 
of the offense, were given suspended sentences in 
Miami on October 17 following their pleas of 
guilt. Newton was then ruled off the Florida 
tracks for life, while Reynolds was suspended for 
18 months.

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Some Observations 
On Conformation 


By A. S. Hewitt 


Changes in Physical Development 


HE genteel “Alphonse-Gaston” tone of debate 
on the question of the height-length ratio in 
sprinters and stayers lacks the sound and fury 
of traditional Estesian dogmatism. Perhaps the 
prospect of foreign travel rendered The Estes so 
effete he was no longer able to pound the desk 
with resounding emphasis. 

The Estes put the issue neatly in THE BLOop- 
HorsE of September 28th: ‘Both tall and long 
horses may be fast; the question is whether the 
long horses can carry their speed as far as the 
tall ones.” 

In this connection, the historical review con- 
tributed by Salvator was of great interest. He 
showed that the accepted model of the successful 
horse in four-mile heats was the low, long type, 
and that the structure of race horses was changed 
through the introduction of the blood of *Leam- 
ington, to a taller, relatively shorter-bodied ani- 
mal which achieved great success over the mid- 
dle distances but which could not compete suc- 
cessfully over four-mile courses. 


There can be little doubt that the skeleton of 
the race horse has changed considerably in two 
hundred years. Admiral Rous, the handicapper 
to the Jockey Club and “Dictator of the Turf” 
in England for a generation, observed that the 
height of race horses had increased about an 
inch every twenty-five years. This increase in 
height appears to have stopped somewhere about 
1885. Modern horses do not measure much taller 
than the horses of fifty or sixty years ago. 

The best horses nearly all fall within a four- 
inch range in height, from 15:2% hands to 16:21. 
The only strictly first-class horse of modern times 
which comes to mind as being smaller than this 
is Hyperion, which measured 15:1% at the time 
he won the Derby. The Porter stood a shade less 
than 15 hands, and looked to be an exceptionally 
long horse as well. However, the very scarcity 
of examples of exceptionally good horses outside 
the 15:214-16:2% hand range only serves to em- 
phasize the fact that the size of the modern race 
horse is tending to become standardized. 

It was surprising to read the opinion of so ex- 
perienced a trainer as R. W. Collins that the aver- 
age size of contemporary race horses is 15 hands.

Consider the Lever 


T SEEMS fairly obvious that the longer the 

leg, the greater the advantage for running pur- 
poses up to the point where the strength avail- 
able to move the leg can no longer produce as 
rapid a movement as it can with a shorter lever 
(leg). The problem from a mechanical standpoint 
is a question of balance between the length of the 
lever (leg) and the strength available to move it. 

Since the race horse has ceased growing in 
height during the last 50 years or so, it looks 
as though this balance has very nearly been 
reached. If some way could be found of breeding 
additional strength into race horses without sacri- 
ficing other qualities, possibly the breed would 
again begin to grow taller. 

Colonel Cousté, of the French Army, in Une 
Foulee du Galop, argued that the old-fashioned 
race horse, in running about two miles, was per- 
forming at a distance under his true capacity, in 
that he could not run fast enough to exhaust him- 
self over a course of this length. Consequently 
the speediest animals were selected for breeding. 
and as the speed capacity increased, the distance 
capacity decreased, until a breed had been pro- 
duced which was so fast it could no longer stay 
two miles properly. 

There is something to be said for this view, 
since the energy required to move the horse and 
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his jockey increases as the square of the speed 
of movement. To double the speed of the horse 
would require four times the amount of energy. 
Thus the drain on the energy reserves of a horse 
goes up very rapidly as his speed increases, and 
the exhaustion point is reached correspondingly 
more quickly. 

Although there would probably be a general 
agreement that the modern race horse has evolved 
from a low, long ancestor to a leggy, tall animal, 
with a relatively short body, there is evidently no 
agreement on the question as to whether those 
animals somewhat taller than they are long stay 
better than those animals which are somewhat 
longer than they are tall. 


The Line of Thrust 


HERE are two points of some importance 
which have not yet been discussed in this con- 
nection during the current debate: 


A race horse is propelled largely through the 
push given by the hind feet. These are pushing 
against a center of gravity, and a line drawn from 
the hind foot to this center of gravity is the line 
of thrust. In the long horse, this line of thrust 
would be more horizontal than in the short horse 
—granted equal height. Being more horizontal, 
the same force can push it forward faster than 
would be the case if it were pushing along a more 
upright line of thrust as in the case of the shorter-

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bodied horse whose center of gravity is closer to 
the hind foot. 

On the other hand, if the line between the hind 
foot and the center of gravity is regarded as a 
lever, and the hind foot is required to keep this 
lever from falling down when the front feet are 
off the ground, the picture changes. The long 
horse requires the hind foot to keep a relatively 
long lever suspended in the air, and the short 
bodied horse only requires a relatively short lever 
to be kept suspended. The exhaustion point is 
reached much more quickly keeping the long 
lever suspended than the short lever. (Try hold- 
ing a heavy suitcase six inches from your leg, 
and then out at arms length, and there is not much 
debate about which will tire you more quickly.) 

Thus granted equal length of leg and equal 
strength, the long horse should be faster than the 
short horse, but should not stay as well. He has 
the advantage of a flat line of thrust to give him 
speed, but the disadvantage of a long lever to 
keep suspended with each stride, which will ex- 
haust him more quickly. 

This argument is supported by actual observa- 
tion. When relatively tall, short-bodied horses 
(St. Simon, *Ormonde, *Bahram, Nearco) are en- 
dowed with speed—maximum balance of length of 
leg and strength to move it—their mechanical ad- 
vantage in the relatively upright line of thrust 
helps to postpone the exhaustion point and en- 
ables them to run on at a high rate of speed for 
a longer time than their competitors. (Doubtless 
these animals were all endowed with exceptional 
hearts and lung's as well.) 


Men and Opinions 


NOTHER point in this connection is not with- 

out merit. Very few great stayers can be 
found which are not higher at the wither than at 
the croup. A smashing sprinter like The Tetrarch 
is usually higher at the croup than at the wither. 
The relatively low wither means a relatively low 
center of gravity, and a relatively high wither 
means a relatively high center of gravity. This 
connects up with the observations above on the 
line of thrust from the hind feet, the results as 
between sprinters and stayers being about as ex- 
pected. 

The difficulty with the problem as a whole is 
that each factor involved has to be considered on 
the false premise that all other factors are the 
same in each case, and they practically never are 
the same. Hence it is virtually impossible to 
reach any conclusions which are demonstrably 
correct. And as long as this remains true, it is 
fairly safe to predict that in this field as in so 
Many others, it will be a case of “quot homines, 
tot sententiae.”
